It i- reported that Rhude wa- in 
Seymour Saturday morning and went 
to Scottsburg about noon to spend 
Sunday wit ii Mrs. Rhude who was vis­ 
iting her sister. 
He greeted a num­ 
ber of his friends there and his ac­ 
tions did not indicate that he was 
contemplating suicide. 
When it was di-covered that he had 
-wallowed the poison a physician wa- 
summoned but he was dead before the 
doctor arrived. 
He was about forty 
years of age and is .survived by be­ 
widow and a brother who lives near 
Retreat. 
According to the reports 
Rhude and his wife have had several 
misunderstanding- during 
the

two years but none of 
them

serious,

Rhude threatened to commit sui­ 
cide about two years ago, it is -aid, 
and curried a bottle labeled carbolic 
acid and said he intended to take 
iii- own life by swallowing the con­ 
tent-. 
However, when the bottle was 
taken from him he acknowledged that 
it was filled with water and that lie 
had labeled it “ poison" to frighten 
his wife. 


Rhude wa- iii Crothersville Friday 
afternoon and talked with a number 
of his friends there.

Jackson, Mieb., Jan u ary 26— Until 
the debris is cleared aw ay it is im ­ 
possible to tell how many persons 
met death in the collision between 
passenger and freight trains on the 
Saginaw division 
of 
tile 
Michigan 
Central railw ay near this city late 
last night. 
Four are known to have 
been killed outright, and it is believed 
that at least two bodies were buried 
in 
the 
wreckage. 
Eleven 
persons 
were injured, but all of these, it is 
thought, will recover. 
The passenger train, 
running 
on 
schedule time, was -on its way from 
Saginaw to this city. 
A north-bound 
freight, which, it is declared, should 
have taken a siding to allow the pas­ 
senger to pass, ran beyond the switch 
and the two trains, going at a good 
rate 
of speed, 
met 
headon. 
The 
smoking eyr, in which most of the 
casualties occurred, was completely 
incased inside the walls of tile bag­ 
gage car, thus rendering the work of 
removing the dead and injured ex­ 
tremely difficult. 
Both engines and 
several freight cars also were demol­ 
ished. 
A wrecking crew aud doctors were 
sent from tiffs city, but it took hours 
to extricate the living and the dead 
from the broken mass of wood and 
steel. 


Cal Johnson, of Jackson, engineer 
of the passenger train, was crushed 
to death between the tender aud his 
cab. 
His fireman was hurled from 
the engine by the impact, but received 
only minor injuries. 
The other mem­ 
bers of the engine crews jumped be­ 
fore tin* crash. 
Among the injured 
were M. E. Sherwood, master me­ 
chanic of the Michigan Central, o f 
Jackson and his wife. 
Their injuries 
were not serious. 
I he dead are: John-oii and the en­ 
gineer. S. \Y. Cochran, of Lansing, 
Mich.; Theodore Scroogie, of Owosso, 
Mich., and J , B, Beck, of tiff- city, 
passengers. 
Although a relief train was prompt­ 
ly -cut from this city to the scene of 
the accident, it was three hours and 
fifty minutes after the crash when

So great was the force

wa- telescoped over the baggage ear,

Tile erie- of the mangled and 
helpless victims within tin* ear were 
plainly heard by the rescuers long 
before the relief corps wa- able to
